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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1 -5 in the reply filed on May 21 , 2008 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims are so closely 
related that they should be included in the same application and that the filing of a 
divisional application would require searching the same subject matter twice. This is not 
found persuasive because, as detailed in the restriction requirement, the inventions 
possess a common technical feature of producing a colored foodstuff by extrusion, 
which is shown in the prior art (FR 2572898). As such, the inventions of the process 
and device do not relate to a single general inventive concept. The examiner further 
maintains the restriction requirement as the inventions have acquired a separate status 
in the art in view of their different classification and the inventions require a different 
field of search (class 426 for the method and class 99 for the device). 

2. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 claims animal fodder, human food, and "similar things" produced by the 
claimed method. It is unclear what applicant intends to encompass by claiming "similar 
things." For purposes of examination, the claim will be interpreted as to a process for 
producing extruded food products for human and animal consumption. 

6. Claims 1 and 5 claim flows that are brought together "only shortly" before 
expansion. It is unclear for what length of time or distance the flows may be combined 
to be considered "shortly" before extrusion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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8. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chapet 
(CA 1230005). 

9. Chapet teaches a method for producing colored food products by means of 
extrusion wherein a starting material is subdivided into different product flows. The 
separate product flows have colors and other materials such as flavorings added to 
them, and then the product flows are brought back together to provide a food product 
having distinct colored and/or flavored regions. At the outlet of the die (Fig. 1 item 6), 
the change in pressure brings about an expansion of the material (p. 6 lines 2-25, Figs. 
1 , 7). Each colorant is mixed with a separate mixing screw as shown in Fig. 1 . Figures 
1 and 2 show the flows A and B brought together before the foodstuff is extruded 
through the die and expanded. These teachings anticipate Applicant's claims 1-5.
